In July 1963, Mr. DeMohrenschildt indicated that 
they would return to the United States within the 
next 12 months.

This case originated with receipt of Protective Research Referral Memorandums 
dated January 13 & 27, 1964, requesting photographs and background investiga- 
tion on Mr. Sc Mrs. George DeMohrenschildt. 

( 3 ) GENERAL INQUIRIES : 

On February 4, 1964 , Mrs. Verde L. Crenshaw, Liaison Officer, Department of 
State, Washington, D.C., was personally interviewed by the writer in her office 
regarding any records which they might have pertaining to Mr. Sc Mrs. DeMohrenschildt 
Mrs. Crenshaw furnished the writer with two photographs of Mr. Sc Mrs. George 
DeMohrenschildt and furnished the following information from their file:

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DeMohrenschildt was taken from applications executed by George DeMonrenschildt 
in his own handwriting which was hardly legide in sons parts, therefore, 
certain discrepancies in spelling may have occurred. 

On February 7, 1964, telephone inquiry by the writer at the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, Washington, D.C., revealed that George fc Jeanne 
DeMohrenschildt have no arrest record with then.
